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OF THE 


EM MANUEL SOCIETY. 

EVERAL Gentlemen, who were deſirous of pro- 
8 ouring ſome Relief for ſuch indigent Blind Perſons 
as do not receive Alms from any Pariſh, and are 
not common Beggars, aſſembled at the FI RS T-FRVITS 
OFFICE, in the Temple, on Tueſday the 13th Day of 
February, 1781, and having agreed to form themſelves 
into a Society for this charitable purpoſe, They una- 
nimouſly reſolved, 


I. That this Society be called, The EMMANUEL 
SOCIETY, for the Relief of ſuch indigent Blind Per- 
ſons as have not received Alms from pay Pariſh, nor 
been common Beggars, 


II. That every Perſon who ſhall ſubſcribe One Guinea, 
or more, annually, or give a Benefaction of Ten Guineas, 


ſhall be a Member of this Society, 


III. That 
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III. That this Society will once in every Year give 
a Benefaction of Five Pounds, to ſuch Blind Perſons as 


ſhall be thereunto annually appointed, according to the 
Rules and Orders of this Society. 


IV. That the ſeveral Petitioners who ſhall, according 
to the Rules and Orders of this Society, appear to be 
proper Objects, be arranged in Claſſes, according to their 


reſpective Ages, to be certihed from the Pariſh Regiſter, 


'The Firſt Claſs to conſiſt of Perſons who are Seventy 
Yezrs old, and upwards. 


The Second to conſiſt of Perſons between Seventy and 
Sixty-five. 


The Third to conſiſt of Perſons between Sixty-five and 
Sixty. | 


The Fourth to conſiſt of Perſons between Sixty and 
Fifty-five, 


The Fifth to conſiſt of Perſons between Fifty-five and 
Fifty. And that no Petitions from Perſons under 
Fifty Years of Age be received, during the Infancy 
of this Society, 


V. That it be an invariable Rule or Law of this 
Society, that the oldeſt Perſons, or thoſe of the Firſt 
Claſs, be firſt admitted to partake of this Society's 
Bounty; afterwards thoſe of the Second Claſs; and ſo on 
in regular Succeſſion : and that if the Number of Petition- 
ers of the Firſt Claſs ſhould be greater than this Society 
can relieve in One Year, then ſuch of them as are Mem- 

bers 
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bers of the Church of England, and regular Communi— 
cants, ſhall have the preference in the firſt Place, and in 
the ſecond Place thoſe who have loſt a Limb, or labour 
under any bodily Infirmity deemed incurable, and the 
others to be relieved ſhall be choſen out of the remaining 
Petitioners by Lot, That the ſame Method be likewiſe 
obſerved in relieving the other Claſſes, whenever the So- 
ciety's Subſcriptions ſhall be adequate thereto. 


VI. That in every ſuceeding Year all new Petitioners 
ſhall be arranged in the aforeſaid Claſſes according to 
their Ages, and ſhall have an equal Chance with the old 
ones for the Bounty of this Society, 


VII. That no Perſon fhall be allowed any Benefit from 
this Society, who ſhall have any Penſion or Annuity 
exceeding Eight Pounds a Year from any charitable Inſti- 
tutions or Endowments for the Relief of Blind Perſons, 
or who ſhall by any other Means have any Penſion, 
Annuity, or Income, exceeding Twelve Pounds fer 
Annum. 


AT a ſubſequent Meeting it was Reſolved, that a Ge- 
neral Meeting of the Society for the Diſtribution of their 
Bounty be holden annually in the beginning of May; 
and that all Petitions muſt be delivered in at the Firſt- 
Fruits Office, on or before the 25th Day of April, pre- 
ceeding. 


THE many charitable Inſtitutions Jately eſtabliſhed in 
this Kingdom are laſting Monuments of the Munificence 
of the preſent Age; and it muſt afford the gucereft Plea- 

lure 
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ſure to every Friend of true Religion to obſerve, that 
how much ſoever we may differ in Religious or Political 
Sentiments, yet in giving Help to the Diſtreſſed, all Par- 
ties ſeem to be actuated by a true Chriſtian Spirit, and 
harmoniouſly unite their Endeavours in carrying on the 
ſame Plans of Benevolence. 


The candid Reception and liberal Support with which 
theſe have been ſeverally favoured, afford a ſtrong Proof 
that nothing more is neceſſary to procure Aſſiſtance for 
any Species of Diſtrefs, than to propoſe an effectual Plan 
of Relief. No ſooner was an Inſtitution for the Aid of 
Blind Indigent Perſons recommended to the Public, than 
a general Inclination ſeemed to prevail, to relieve ſuch 
complicated Diſtreſs. The Society, eſtabliſhed for carry- 
ing on this benevolent Purpoſe, on mature Deliberation, 
were of Opinion, that a ſmall Gift, under certain Regu- 
Jations, to indigent Blind Perſons, in addition to what 
they earned by their Labour, or received from their 
Friends, would be the moſt eligible Mode of conveying 


this Aſſiſtance. 


The Scheme hath been laid before the Public, and is 
ſo generally approved of, that the Society hath been en- 
abled to make a Diſtribution at a much earlier Period 
than was at firſt expected. Forty-ſix Petitioners who 
appeared, on Examination, to be qualified according to 
the Rules of this Society, have received Five Pounds 
each, for which they, with the warmeſt Gratitude, de- 
fired their Thanks might be returned to their generous

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When the Nature and Deſign of this Inſtitution ſhall 
be more generally known; when it ſhall have been con- 
fidered, that the good End propoſed is to aſſiſt Perſons 
deprived of the great Bleſſing of Sight, and thereby ren- 
dered incapable of gaining a competent Livelihood by 
their own honeſt Induſtry, there is Reaſon to hope that 
the afluent and humane will chearfully contribute to 
the Support of an Inſtitution ſo truly charitable : And 
although the Number of Objects petitioning for Aid will 
doubtleſs from Year to Year increaſe, yet the Society 
humbly confide in the Divine Goodneſs, that their Re- 
ſources will be proportionably augmented ; and that they 
ſhall not only be able to extend their Benevolence to Per- 
ſons under Fifty Years of Age, but ſhall likewiſe have it 
in their Power to place out Blind Children to ſuch Em- 


ployments as may qualify them for procuring a decent 
Subſiſtence.
